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'HE  Lake  Worth  region,  justly  termed  the  "American  Riveria,"  is  now  so  weh  known 
to  those  wlio  wish  to  find  a  safe  refusfe  from- the  frost  and  frownine  winter  skies  of  the 
North  that  httle  need  be  said  in  its  praise.  On  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Worth  is  a  succes- 
sion of  landscape  gardens  and  beautiful  cottages  owned  by  those  whose  cultivated  tastes  have 
led  them  to  make  a  home  where  nature  seconds  every  effort  to  enhance  her  charms.  Half  a 
mile  from  the  Lake  the  Atlantic  Ocean  affords  excellent  bathing  and  salt  water  fishing,  and 
from  the  proximity  of  the  Gulf  Stream,  which  here  makes  its  closest  approach  to  the  United 
States  coast,  the  water  is  always  at  a  higher  temperature  than  is  usual  at  Northern  seaside 
resorts  in  midsummer. 

Every  facility  is  afforded  the  tourist  for  bathing,  rowing,  sailing,  hunting  and  fresh  and 
salt  water  fishing. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  lake  are  the  railway  stations  and  business  centers,  as  well  as  many 
beautiful  homes,  and  inland  the  great  everglades  with  its  fresh  water  lakes  filled  with  fish,  and 
jungles  abounding  with  game. 
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
